FOR MEDICAL 
LS 


WASHINGTON - President Ken- 
nedy signed “with great satisfac- 
tion the $236.4 million bill to 
help build new medical and den- 
tal schools and to help students 
‘ıttend such institutions. 

The three-year measure is the 
first new Kennedy program tt 
‘lear the 88th Congress. Similar 
legislation has been under consi- 
deration at the Capitol since 1950. 

The president. asked for the bill 
in his health ‘message to help 
avert what he said could be a 
“particularly serious shortage” 
of doctors and dentists in the 
next decade. 

He estimated that even to con- 
tinue present ratios of service 
would require a 50 percent in- 
crease in dental graduates in the 
next 10 years. 

The bill would help an estimat- 
ed 10,000 students with loans of up 
to $2,000 over the next three years
